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Arson suspected in Friday’s lakefront home fire 


The possibility of arson is being 
investigated by members of the 
Boyne City Fire Department, the 
Police Department and the State 
Fire Marshall after Boyne City 
firemen were called to a fire that 
destroyed the Bickis residence 
Friday evening. 

The fire was called in to the 
department at 10:41 p.m. with the 
firemen arriving on the scene at 
10:44 p.m. The tought the fire until 
about 11:30 p.m. 

When they urrived on the scene, 
the fire could be seen coming from 


the windows and doors of the 
lakefront vacation home. Shortly, 
the front wall and roof collapsed. 
The home was totally destroyed. 
The Bickis family had returned 
to their primary home in Ohio 
several weeks ago and their 
vacation home located on Bay 
Street in Boyne City was unoc- 
cupied at the time of the fire. 


In investigating: to locate the 
cause, the fire department found 
reasons to suspect arson. They 
called in the fire marshall from the

Don’t let anyone fool you with those television ads guaran- 
teeing money for education, computers in every classroom, 
and a better education for our children. 

We see both proposals asking the state’s voters to approve 
another tax increase for the children as just another way to 
get more money into the hands of the government. 

As to Proposal A, it is being supported to the tune of a 
million bucks by the state teachers’ union. You may want to 
ask yourself why are they supporting the issue? You may 
find yourself agreeing that they hope to get a share of the 
proposed $400 million to split among themselves as a higher 
salary 


According to the Governor, all of the things that are sup- 
posed to happen to get our children a better education are 
already being considered by other means, like telecom- 
muications between schools, or are not yet considered by the 
State Legislature which will have to write laws defining the 
spending of the additional money. 

Either way, it is a tax increase that is not needed.

It has been said that about three years and the 
assessments will go up to what our taxes are presently. It is 
too bad the Legislature did not want to put a cap on 
assessments. 

While Proposal B sounds good, it will provide less than an- 
ticipated and cause more assessment raises as the state will 
need the money one way or another. 

We happen to agree that money can be found in the 
current state budget. It was just a few weeks ago and it 
probably can be found again if the state would just look. 

In any case, we are not supporting either of the two 
proposals and hope the voters of the state can see through 
the clouded issues. We urge a NO vote on both.

city received a lower cost bid from 
a concern but settled on a bid from 
Air Diffusion Systems of Illinois 
because of familiarity with the 
equipment the city installed years 
ago, and a two year warranty on 
the blower.

The city found out that to 
replace some of the parts needed, 
it would have cost over $8,000 to 
have them made and decided to 
ask the Commission for permission 
to purchase the new blower. The

COOKING FOR ONE OR TWO 

It is easier to cook for two than 
for one; the second person's 
favorites gives one more of a 
variety to choose from. There are 
fewer leftovers when cooking for 
two. Some foods even taste better 
the second day and then they are 
gone—no problems, When I was 
cooking for two, I cooked more 
because everything was usually 
eaten. It’s easy to cut a recipe 
down to two servings; many 
recipes are for four servings and it 
is good to make the whole thing 
and have some the second day. 

Now, I find that it is easy to get 
into a downward trend when 
cooking for one. Our refrigerators 
do fill up occasionally with bits of 
leftovers. Our lettuce and other 
fresh vegetables, bread and fruit 
lose their freshness, so what do we 
do? 

Here are a few tips to keep this 
from happening. 
1-For salads; do not add dressing 
to vegetable salads, add the 
dressing of your choice after it is 
dished out at the table. The rest 
that is not eaten will keep several 
days in an airtight container in the 
refrigerator. 
2-This also goes for potato and 
tuna salad. And remember, when 
you go out to eat be sure and order 
a salad, they have all the makings 
for a good salad that would be dif- 
ficult to keep at home. 
3Buy small amounts of vegetables 
and fruit at a time. Se 
4-Make good use of sauces such as 
tomato sauces for pizzas and pasta 
dishes and thaw them in the 
microwave when needed. 
5Keep your bread in the freezer, 
taking out just a few slices at a 
time. 
6-Divide a pound of bacon into 
separate packages of 3 or 4 slices 
each, keeping one package handy 
in the refrigerator and freezing the 
others. 
7-Do not add sauce or butter to 
cooked vegatables; add these also 
at the table. Those vegetables left 
over are great to add to salads, 
casseroles, or even put into an 
omelet. 
8&Buy frozen entrees for one if you 
like them, also frozen vegetables 
come in small packages. 
9Make your morning coffee and 
put the remainder in the thermos 
for later in the day. 
10-If you get hungry for cake; 
make a onelayer one or some cup 
cakes that can be kept in the 
freezer and zapped in the 
microwave. 

If all of this fails, invite friends 
over and cook a real big meal. 
Meat, potatoes, gravy, vegetables, 
salad and pie. I need to do this oc- 
casionally. Many of us singles 
really like to cook and we miss this 
kind of cooking. 

It seems that I am getting to the 
place where I wonder what we 
ever did without the microwave. I 
like to plan a meal like the 
following that I served my kids the 
other night. The kind of meal they 
love, and one that is good warmed 
in the microwave later. Menu: 

Boiled Potatoes 
Sausage Milk Gravy 
Biscuits 
Steamed Broccoli 
with Coleslaw Dressing 
Home Made Applesauce 
Fresh Peaches and Cottage Cheese

SAUSAGE GRAVY 
1 lb. good quality sausage links cut 
into:/z inch slices 
About 3 cups milk 
3 tablespoons flour 
Salt and pepper to taste 

In large skillet cook sausage. 
over medium heat until thoroughly 
cooked and brown. If there is more 
than 1 tablespoon of grease in the 
pan drain it off. 

Sprinkle the flour over sausage 
and stir real good, then gradually 
add the milk stirring constantly. If 
gravy is too thin mix a little flour 
(about 1 tablespoon in a little 
water) and add to the gravy. If it is 
too thick, add a little more milk. 

I made the biscuits from a mix. 

The leftovers from the above 
menu made a real tasty lunch for 
me two days later. 

Everything except the cottage 
cheese and peaches were put on a 
plate and zapped until good and 
hot. I really enjoy this kind of meal. 
Thanks to the microwave it does 
not taste warmed over. 


I would like to give you my 
recipe that I put together one day 
using some leftover spaghetti 
sauce and a little macaroni. 

MACARONI TOMATO SOUP 
I had about 1/2 to %4 cup of leftover 
spaghetti sauce 
1 can cream of tomato soup 
1 can milk 
About 1 cup of cooked elbow 
macaroni 
Parmesan cheese 

Combine and heat in a saucepan 
on the stove or stir into a soup 
bowl! and microwave until hot, all 
the ingredients except the cheese. 
You will have 2 large bowls of 
soup. Sprinkle with the cheese and 
serve. I served this soup to a 
couple of friends and they loved it. 


For two people I like to make 
cheese omelettes or this next 
recipe. 

THE PERFECT OMELET 
Use a nonstick pan so eggs slide 
easily 

Make one omelet at a time. For 
each omelet you will need 

2 eggs (3, if small) 

2 tsp. cold water 

1 tablespoon butter 

Beat eggs and water with fork 
about 20 seconds. Do not averbeat. 
Place butter in warmed pan. Turn 
heat to med-high. 

When butter starts to foam (do 
not let it brown) pour in the eggs. I 
like to tip pan and let the eggs fill 
in the edges, do this unti] omelet is 
set with a creamy moist top. 
Remove pan from heat and add 
filling on one-half and flop over the 
other half and slide from pan onto 
a warm plate.

SPINACH FILLING 
1 (10 oz) pkg. frozen, chopped 
spinach

Mother Teresa of the North woods

I probably embarass Sue Butler 
of Boyne City whenever I refer to 
her as the Mother Teresa of our 
wildlife. 

For 12 years Sue has been 
caring for sick, injured or or- 
phaned wildlife at her refuge on 
Old State Road. 

She is an unassuming individual 
going quietly about the business 
she has taken on as a labor of love, 
expecting nothing more than the 
satisfaction of seeing wildlife 
rehabilitated, releasing those that 
can once more take care of them- 
selves. 

Not only does it take a lot of her 
time but the expenses for food and 
supplies is substantial. 

She receives no monetary help 
from the Dept. of Natural Resour- 
ces whose officers are often 
responsible for taking wild animals 
to her for care and rehabilitation. 

She also attends wildlife 
rehabilitation symposiums to im- 
prove her knowledge in the care of 
the animals she takes in.. 


. And her list of rehabilitated 


wildlife is extensive and includes 
raptors, squirrels, ducks, loons, 
owls, rabbits, and quite recently a 


loveable orphaned river otter. 


This past summer ‘she took on 
the task of rearing a pair of big- 
eyed saw-whet owlets. orphaned 
when woodcutters felled a tree 
which contained five nestlings:

Baillargeon x-rayed the hawk’s in- 
jured wing. With no broken bones 
shown the hawk will be taken care
